FLOODS CAUSE 
HEAVY DAMAGE 
NEAR WHEELING 


W ashington, D. C., A ugust 14, 1924. 
— The speech of acceptance, by Calvin 
Coolidge, upon his notification that he 
had been chosen as the Republican 
nomihe% for president, delivered here 
tonight, is an address that all of the 
people of the nation can understand. 
it was the straightforw ard utterance 
of an honest man—a man who aid no*, 
minimize the task before him. 
it re­ 
flected the inborn honesty and nigh 
ideals of Calvin Coolidge. 
The ad­ 
dress contained no false promises, 
ii 
was the plain straight statem ent of a 
man who believed in the principles of 
our government—the statem ent of a 
man who believes in the American 
people and their desire to do that 
which is right . 
The president proposes to give the 
people of our land a government of 
common sense and justice. Mr. Cool­ 
idge in his address referred to the 
emergency and the present tariff law. 
He snowed that the finiancial condi­ 
tions throughout the land were any­ 
thing but satisfactory during the year 
1920—that five million men were out 
of work—that business was stagnant 
—th at the enactm ent of the tariff 
prevented the im portation of goods 
made by cheap labor into this coun 
try. 
He pointed out th at if wages 
had been lower by reason of the in 
flux of foreign goods th at the agricul 
turn! situation would have been far 
worse, showing th at a larger home- 
consumption of agricultural products 
was made possible by the wages paid 
as a result of a protective tariff. 
In regard to toe m atter of agricul 
ture, Mr. Coolidge stated that this 
adm inistration had passed more bills 
to help the farm ers than any other 
congress ever has in the history of 
the nation. 
He pointed out the help 
t ha * ^ rjd been. rendered by inter entail 
ate' credit 
banks—the ia rm 
loan 
board and other agencies. 
He stated 
th at it was extremely difficult to se­ 
cure all needed legislation because 
the many representatives of farm ers’ 
organizations did not agree as a 
whole, and at this point the president 
made a suggestion that is entirely 
new in character, namely—he sug­ 
gests the appointment of a commis­ 
sion to recommend legislation to con­ 
gress that will help the farm er— 
legislation that will be a relief and 
to prevent if possible any recurrence 
of depression in that industry. 
He 
stated firm ly that the farm er’s dollar 
should have the same purchasing pow­ 
er as any otner dollar. 
'I ne president recommended a di- 
veisituation in the m atter of farm ­ 
ing. 
He advocated co-operative mar- 
kei.ng, control of floods, better trans­ 
portation and a reorganization of the 
freight rate structure. 
In the m atter of economy, Mr. 
Coolidge stated that he was not in 
favor of the rich—that he was not in 
favor of the poor, but that he wanted 
all citizens to be treated with abso­ 
lute honesty and fairness. He pointed 
out the great reduction that had been 
made in taxes and stated that he wTas 
in iavor of 
further 
reductions 
in 
taxes—that he wanted every burden 
possible lifted from the shsoulders of 
the people—he wants the hundred and 
seven million citizens who are indi­ 
rect tax payers also to be benefited 
He pointed out the remarkable reduc­ 
tion of the public debt since 1921. In 
the m atter of labor he stated tnat this 
was a government for all the people 
—that every one should be treated 
fairly without regard to his financial 
condition or occupation. 
He stated 
that the government was in favor of 
voluntary 
arbitration 
between em 
ployer and employee. 
The president spoke of the part 
that the women of the nation* are 
going to play in its affairs. He stat 
ed that now they are taking an active 
interest in politics, the fireside will 
be further protected—that greater in­ 
terest will be taken by them now that 
they have the right of 
suffrage 
Touching upon the m atter of the child 
labbr legislation he stated in emphatic 
tones that no one has the right to live 
from the earnings of children who 
should be in schooL 
Touching 
upon 
i.nmigration 
the 
president 
stated that the bill 
he 
signed wouldl result in maintaining 
the high stanuaru of wages of all tne 
people in this country—both those 
who have lived here for years and the 
recent arrivals. 
In the m atter of prohibition Mr. 
Coolidge said that the law was on 
the statute books and that it was the 
duty of every citizen and also the 
duty of the chief executive of the na 
tion to enforce it . 
The president pointed out that i 
complete agreement has been reachec 
with Mexico and that none has been 
in force for forty years or more. The 
treaty is one of amity and one that 
will benefit both nations in the m at­ 
ter of commerce. The president point­ 
ed out that the United States de 
sires to be at peace with all nations 
of the world. He stated th at America 
should be wiling to loan money to 
help Europe get on her feet—that it 
was our duty to humanity; but stated! 
that this should come through private 
resources. 
Mr Coolidge stated that it was his 
intention when the m atter of repara 
tlOns was settled to call another dis 
armament conference. 
He favors co 
operation internationally for the peace 
of the world but without involving 
the United States politically. 
He 
stated that it was apparent that the 
European governments are getting to 
gether and it was probable at this 
time that the Dawes’ report which ha 
been accepted in principle will be put 
in operation.

Pele, in the main, is a good-natured 
goddess. 
Largely she confines her 
activities to Halemaumau. 
Hut she 
has a temper .that might fairly be 
called volcanic. 
And occasionally she 
dies into a rage. 
Take, for example, the time she de­ 
stroyed a third of King Keoua’s army. 
That was away back in 171H1, when 
King Kamehameha was bringing all 
tin* Hawaiian islam s under his rule. 
King Keoua, with a 
force of not more than 400 men with ] 
their women anc! children, was passing 
by Kilauea, 
fjfee was quietly attend- 
j ing to her own affairs, instead of get­ 
ting excited over the small army. 
So 
the warriors shouted insults at the 
codeless and rolled down rocks from 
che cliffs, just at twilight.

It is only about" 4,0d0 feet high now 
This crater is a part of Manna Lott 
(Hig Mountain), which towers up tc 
13,075 feet, is snow-capped and has its 
own crater, Mokuaweoweo. Halemau­ 
mau is Kilauea’s inner pit in the Hoot 
of the crater. 
It is a mile in circum* 
ference and contains at all times a 
raging sea of molten lava, its white- 
hot waves lashing and gnawing at tho 
imprisoning walls, and its vast foun­ 
tains of incandescent rock eternally 
Hinging their fiery spray in air, seeth­ 
ing and roaring in awful grandeur. 
The molten sea rises and falls peri­ 
odically, at times even overflowing the

It may have been visited by 
white men as early as 1527, hut dis­ 
covery is usually credited to Oapt.

She told how she had selected, after 
several trips to the river, a deep spot 
find then lured the boy there on the 
pretext that she would allow him to 
go wading. 


W hen they reached the river Mrs. 
M aharies said she waded into the 
river twice to test the depth, and, 
finding a spot sufficiently deep, she 
lured the boy aw ay from the bank. 
J hen she allowed him lo pass In front 
of her, and while she threw stones into 
the water, waited until the boy had 
reached a perilous posh ion and then 
gave the thrust that sent him to his 
death.

AIR MAIL IS SUCCESS, 
SAYS NEW’S REPORT 


W ashington.—Continuous 
air 
mail 
service from New York to San F ra n ­ 
cisco is successful from every stand­ 
point after a month of trial, Postm as­ 
ter General New declared in a report 
here. In the 31 days starting July I, 
when the new’ service was begun, not 
a single day has been missed, despite 
had weather, and no accidents worthy 
of mention have taken place. 
In that period Hie mail planes fiew; 
173,910 miles. T he average time was 
39 hours 49 minutes from New’ York 
to San Francisco and 30 hours 21 min­ 
utes from San Francisco to New Y’ork.

W heat Not Cross-Fertilized 
Farmers generally understand that 
cojn “mixes” through pollination and 
that if a certain variety is to he kept 
put, that variety must not be planted 
near other kinds of corn. 
The {low­ 
ering habits of the corn plant are such 
that 
cross-fertilization 
takes 
place 
largely, although not altogether. 
Many people infer that wheat and 
oats, belonging to the same plant fam ­ 
ily as corn, are likewise cross-fertil­ 
ized and therefore are liable to be­ 
come mixed when different varieties 
are grown side by side. 
This is not 
the case, according to Dr. L. H. Smith, 
a member of the agronomy depart­ 
ment of the college of agriculture. 
Wheat and oats, as well as barley, are 
close-fertilized; that is, in the. bloom­ 
ing 
process pollen 
within a 
given 
flower fertilizes 
the ovary of 
that 
same flower before the flower opens. 
On the other hand, rye generally Is 
open-fertilized. 
In the rye field, the 
pollen set free from one plant floats 
through the air and lodges on the 
dower of a different plant. 
Occasionally through some accident 


in a normally self-pollinating plant 
like wheat a chance cross-pollinpN 
takes place.

definite ratio of three to one, thus re­ 
vealing that the seed from which they 
came was of the hybrid nature.

had been

fertilized by the pollen of a smooth­ 
headed variety.
